WASHINGTON, Jan. 20—The nation today paid homage to the 
greatest of its elder statesmen, Senator William Edgar Borah—dead 
after a third of a century in the service of his country. 
From President Roosevelt down to the humblest citizen came trib­ 
ute to the man who emerged from the obscurity of Idaho's foot hills 
33 years ago to begin a career that was to extend its influence to 
every important capital of the world. 
With flags at half staff, this nation’s capital today made prepara­ 
tions for a 
state funeral in the 
senate chamber where Borah so 
many times carried the burden of 
historic battles that shaped post 
World War history. 
Tentative plans called for his 
body to lie in state in the w’cll of 
the senate, followed by the state 
funeral Sunday or Monday, with 
President Roosevelt, members of 
the cabinet, supreme court, con­ 
gress and the diplomatic corps in 
attendance. 
Burial was scheduled for Boise, 
Idaho, his home, where a state 
funeral also w'as planned.

The dean of the senate in point 
of service—he first took his seat 
in 1907—Borah was its recognized 
constitutional authority and its 
past m aster in the field of for­ 
eign relations.

notably.

world’s leading capitals •— where 
his influence had repeatedly been 
fe lt—went the news of his end. 
Great Figure Removed 
His 
passing 
removed 
from 
American 
political 
life 
a 
man 
whose role had steadfastly been 
to keep the United States out of 
Europe’s cauldron of intrigue. An 
isolationist at heart, Borah, per­ 
haps more than any other sena­ 
tor of his time, 
helped shape 
American foreign policy of post 
w*ar days. 
He 
denounced 
the 
Versailles 
Treaty, he fought U. S. entrance 
into the League of Nations, U, S. 
adherence to the World Court, 
and, more recently, revision of 
the neutrality law. 
On 
domestic 
issues, 
he was 
equally 
influential. 
A 
m aster 
strategist and a powerful orator. 
he directed the successful fight 
W'hich blocked President Roose­ 
velt's attem pt to enlarge the Su­ 
preme Court in 3937. 
Politically — in the sense of 
party adherence — he was fre­ 
quently unpredictable. 
A stal­ 
w art independent who was never 
accused of owing allegiance to 
any man, Borah repeatedly broke 
with the G.O.P., its tenets and 
its candidates. 
In 1936 he deliberately project­ 
ed himself into the race for the 
Republican 
presidential 
nomina­ 
tion in an attem pt to break what 
he called the “Wall Street” hold 
on the party. 
He frankly told 
intim ates that he did not w'ant 
the nomination for himself, but 
rather to help force the nomina­ 
tion of a liberal. 
As widely diversified as his in­ 
dependent view's was his am az­ 
ing 
assortm ent 
of friends. 
A 
man w’ho shunned ostentatious­ 
ness like a plague. Borah was 
perhaps 
more 
fam iliar 
to 
the 
“man in the street” in W ashing­ 
ton than any other notable of his 
time. 
The reason was simple — 
he was an 
inveterate user of 
capital trolleys and he .seldom 
missed a day walking through 
W ashington’s lovely parks. 
All Sought Borah 
But probably no other Ameri­ 
can statesm an of the last quarter 
century met and knew’ more of 
the world’s leading figures and 
dignitaries. 
Scarcely a foreign 
envoy visited the nation’s capi­ 
tal, w’ho did not a t once seek an 
audience with Borah. 
Yet they w’ent to Borah: he 
never w*ent to them. He was never 
so presumptious to be other than 
the man who commanded the re­ 
spect of even the most bumptious 
senate page boy. 
Thus it wras th at when the first 
news of Borah’s illness spread 
through the capital, a pall seemed 
to settle over W ashington. 
It 
m eant something personal - 
al­ 
most intim ate—to even the lowdi- 
est government w’orker. 
Borah had only recently com­ 
pletely recovered from an illness 
which laid him low last year. His 
famed 
wife — “little 
Borah,” 
W ashington has alw'ays called her 
I —told reporters Wednesday that 
only the day before he suffered 
his bathroom fall, he had been ex­ 
amined 
by 
his 
physician, 
Dr. 
W orth Daniels, son of the Ameri­ 
can Ambassador to Mexico Jose- 
phus Daniels, and pronounced fit. 
At first, the injury sustained 
by his fall was not believed serl- 
! ous. But a few' hours later the

Almost 
immediately

hours to sap the life blood from 
him. 
He suffered little pain and 
death was a peaceful sleep.
